Rudi Gutendorf is

At this stage, he says many 
of his national squad players 
are “overweight and not well 
trained”. 

In addition, he believes that 
too many players in the Sydney 
match against Partizan were ex- 
tremely nervous due to the feel- 
ing that their international future 
depended upon results in that 
one game. 

The 1980 internationals will 
provide the lead-up to the first 
World Cup elimination games in 
early 1981. 


There are a couple more steps 
to be taken this year. 


Gutendorf hopes to receive 
permission to play off his two Au- 
Stralian X1s in a Wednesday 
match in Newcastle shortly. 


The Young Socceroos from 
the Paraguay and New Zea- 
land campaigns would play 
the early match against New- 
castle KB United. 


Then the final 22 players will 
be selected for the eight or nine 
game tour of Asia being put to- 


- gether by the ASF at present for

November/December. 


They will go into camp for one 
or two days in October.

Last weekend's tightening 
up of the controversial rules 
governing suspensions in 
the PSL was a step in the 
right direction. 

However, it is deeply re- 
grettable that such a basic 
competition rule had to be al- 
tered halfway through the 
season. 

As it is, two clubs, South 
Melbourne and Brisbane 
City, have benefited from a 
glaring loophole. 

It is a pity that the “Found- 
ing Fathers” of the Philips 
League had overlooked such 
an obvious yet vital matter. 

But how many other rules 
in the constitution are simi- 
larly vague? 

As Adelaide colleague 
Tom McKain last week 
Suggested, the entire con- 
Stitution of the PSL should be 
re-examined and, where 
necessary, rewritten. 

The PSL cannot afford the 
luxury of running a competi- 
tion without very clearly de- 
fined rules, explanations, 
conditions and guidelines. 

Let's hope that the criteria 
concerning the promotion 
and relegation, soon to be 
made public, will be a logical 
and fair document. 

We are prepared to ac- 
cept, albeit reluctantly, the 
notion that because of the 
geographical and other 
problems in the PSL, au- 
tomatic promotion-relegation 
could be detrimental to the 
game at present. 

This ticklish matter will be 
decided by the ASF execu- 
tive, probably in September. 

Ne doubt, there will be 
clubs which will genuinely 
suffer. 

The ASF cannot possibly 
achieve absolute justice and 
absolute perfection. 

But it can and it should en- 
sure that their final decision is 
based on fairness, common- 
sense and, above all, the in- 
terests of the game 
Australia-wide.
